Incidents on Frontier Show Re¬
markable Assurance oi

Government.

CONFIDENT OF STRENGTH

(rcrmuny Seems Convinced Thai'
Her Fnemv Has Superior

Power.

Purls. May 10..The two frontier In¬
cidents at I,uneville and Nancy, which
were no clcvcrly taken advantago of
by certain elrmonis In Germany, quite
close to the government, in order to
stir up the lagging enthusiasm for the
r.rmy and navj expenditures, seem to
have purified the air, nnJ there is no
tinge of disharmony between the two
nations.
That this is so is pnrtieularly due'

to the tactfiiJ and dignified, and, :it
tbe same time. Urm, conduct of the
French government, and as long?, at
leapt, ns the present Cabinet remains
in power, every one agrees that l'resl-
dent Polncaro may very well stiv
"l'Etat i-'est moi," for he is beyond a
doubt head and shoulders above any
rf his present ministers, who willingly
how to his opinions.
To the onreful observer, the two in¬

cidents mentioned very plainly show
the proportional strength of the two
countries. Germany, who has already
a keen feeling that France Is the
stronger. at l>ast. temporarily, grew
nervous ami oxcitorl, whllo France, in
the most calm and unconcerned man¬
ner, disposed of the two accidents in
Rcrvordance with the knowledge of her
superior sticngth. At LiUnevllio she
did what anybody would have done
in her position: she treated the Ger¬
man officers on board the Zeppelin
with the utmost politeness, and simply
tksited them to give their word of honor
that they had taken no photographs
n-lille passing above French frontier
fortifications, while at the same time
she used hor opportunity of examining
evei-v detail of the "Y.i" which had
fallen into her hands.

At Nnncv, where occclted Frenchmen
to n certain ex lent were to blame, she
felt strong enough to admit she had
been ut fault before any attempt of
putting on pressure on the part ot
Germany.
The samo cotirse was followed hy

the French press, for while tho papers
of Germany lost their heads entirely,
even a paper with chauvinistic, ten-
dencles likf» I.e Matin wrote: "French
public opinion will not tolerate a for-
elgner being molested on French soil,
merely hecauso ho Is a German."

Ilnd tlie conditions been the same
ns when "Napoleon Petit" ruled France
: nil Prince Kismarck wan all-powerful
in Germany we should now have seen
tlie two nations Involved In war.

In France, patriotism, especially in
the frontier towns, is very strong, and
dramatists have added fuel to the tire
«>f hatred against Germany by such
sllrring plays ns "Fritz lo Uhlan" and'
"Caeur do Francnise," but so sure is
President Pnlncare of being able t<>
keep down any anti-German outbursts
tin t although the government at tirst
intended to forbid performance of the
latter play in cities near tho frontier,
the play w;i* permitted everywhere,!though pre<','i'ilious were taken to pre¬
vent all demonstrations in all towns
where th<\ were npt to occur.

With all his shortcomings, there la

in all Germany no more sympathetic
or straightforward maji than the Kai¬
ser, whose chief fault is his impul¬
siveness. No man Is more sensitive
as to German honor, no man haB done
mote to keep Germany's escutcheon
spotless, and the revelations made by
nr. Liebknecht. wn of the famous
Socialist leader, in the Reichstag, have
spoiled the joy with which the Kai¬
ser looked forward, first to the wed-
<11 UK of his daughter, which marks
Iho V V*. 0t the l0,1K frud b«tween
.»i JUP,'S the Hohenzollerns,and also to his forthcoming jubilee
in J uno. ;

It would be hard to imagine a hard-
,°T, lo thu Kai»P«- than the In¬

disputable fact that the house of'
Krupp, whose founder he personallv
befriended, and whose members lie has!
honored on all occasions, have thrown
Uiskrace on the fair name which Ger¬
mane have always had. in all their
business dealings. To a man like the
Kaiser, who la first of all a sincere
and enthusiastic patriot, crimes such
a* these, of Which the Krupps stand
convicted in the eye* of the world in
spite of the War Minister',* firBt faint
n tempt to cover them up, are. beyond
understanding, and fti his Inmost heart!
ho knows that Dr. Liehnecht spoke the
truth when he said that this was Ger-
many s Piimma scandal, which sur-
passes that of F.-ance, because of the
incredible callousness and perfidy of
the prominent German capitalists, who
planned to provoke a world war that
tlielr own business might flourish

I'he only consolation the Kaiser has
is that he knoVs t l*it tho man to
whom h<- con tided the war ministry l6
absolutely blameless in the matter, nnd
a very touching Bee»e la said to have
taken place In the pnlace when Gen-
eral von Heerlngen, a broken-hearted
man, tendered his resignation, and the
Kaiser, moved almost to tears, asked him
to remain in offico until the fan. of the
army bill was settled in the Reich-
stay.

TWO MORE BOMBS I
PLACED BYWOMEN

1 'ost-Office and Railway Station
Are Attacked by Suf¬

fragettes.
j London, May 10..Two more of the
now fnmiiiar bombs with which the
militant suffragettes are attempting to
scare tho Hrltish Parliament into giv¬
ing tho parliamentary franchise to
women wero discovered this morning.
One of them was found In the passen-gers' waiting-room at tho busy LlmoStreet railroad station In Liverpooland the other in the. sorting-room bftho post-olllce at Reading.
Tho fuse of tho Liverpool bomb hadbeen lighted by the perpetrator of the

outrage, but had ilie.il out before itreached the gunpowder. The instru¬
ment of intended destruction consistedof a tin tobacco box tilled with gun¬powder and iron nuts, and tho longfuse was laid In the centre. The Read-
ing machine was wrapped in a bulkyparcel, to which the attention of the
post-ofllco employes was attracted bythe sound of ticking.
The police were called in, and on ox-jamination found that the parcel con¬

tained an electric battery connected
